sage," said Chairman Doughton of 
the house committee. "The seriate 
bill doesea't even strike the trail." 


As the Senate Finance Committee 


sought to complete the bill, some 
legislators predicted that if the sen- 
ate should vote to bring the "little 
fellow's" 
pocketbook 
within 
its 


scope, a senate-house deadlock may 
force the administration to scrap the 
measure for this session. 


Comment by other House ways and 


means committeemen: 


Fuller (D-Ark.): "The House bill 


attempted to tax those who were 
able to pay. The Senate bill would 
even get some of those who are on 
relief. 
Congress would stay in ses- 


sion until January 3 (the day the 
next session begins) before it would 
ever pass that bill." 


Thompson (D-I11.): "The Senate 


bill is terrible. 
I couldn't possibly 


vote for it and I don't think the 
house would ever go for it." 


Duncan (D-Mo.): "There is no pos- 


sibility of balancing the budget right 
now. 
If interest and amortization 


charges are met that is all that can 
be expected while we are still spend- 
ing money. I am willing to stay here 
until January to get a fair bill, but I 
don't think the senate's bill is in that 
classification.

Sanders (D-Tex.): "The senate bill 


does not comply with the President's 
message.

'Sturdy vessels front Hudson ihlp-

Falkland Islands and Antarctic water*; 
rum, molasses, and »ugar from tbe 
West Indies, were unloaded at the city 
dock*.

"By the middle of the lait century 


whaling 
and 
sealing had declined,

cart were carrying Hudton ralley pro- 
duce to New York markets. Hudson'! 
Industries still are profitable (hough 
perhaps less romantic. They Include 
the manufacture of cement, lee tools, 
ginger ale, power presses, and knitted 
goods. 


"At the little tillage of Klnderhook, 


Just north of Hudson, Is the stately old 
home of Martin Van Buren, eighth 
President of the United State*. Wash- 
ington Irrlng used to visit at Kinder- 
hook, and It was there that he knew 
the schoolmaster who Is Icnabod Crane 
In the 'Legend of Sleepy Hollow.' The 
mythical Itlp Van Winkle lived Jnit 
•crow the rlier In CanklU village. Jt 
was high In the wooded Catsklll moun- 
tains that Rip found the ghostly crew 
of the Half Moon, playing at ninepins. 
Echoes from their game roll over the 
river In every thunderstorm. The new 
$3,000,000 bridge from Hudson to Cat- 
sklll, which was dedicated daring the 
sesqulcentennlol celebrations, is named 
for Hip Van Winkle. 


"The wild Hudson river scenery 


seems to here awed both superstitious 
Indians and stolid Netherlander*, and 
Inspired all sort* of weird river 
legends. 
Wicked goblins haunt tb<t 


highlands, and there Is « spectre ship 
that sails the river against-wind and 
tide, sure warning of a bid stortn. 


"To river captains of colonial day* 


the Hudson was measured by 'reaches' 
—Seylmaker'i reach, Flsher'i reach, 
Clover reach. There were 14 'reaches' 
between Xew York and Albany. Tbe 
first Dutch settlement* were at river 
landings where boats could anchor. 
Hudson then was known a* Claverack 
Landing, from tbe Dutch name for 
Clover reach. 


Historic Boats Pat*. 


"A long procesflon of historic boat* 


bu pasted through Clover reach; 
Henry Hudson's Half Moon, search' 
lac a passage to China, bleb-pooped 
Dutch traders loaded with fortunes in 
beaver pelts, yachts of wealthy pat- 
roons bringing Old world luxuries to 
New Netherlands, swift English frigate* 
and outlawed pirate ship*. 


"White-winged passenger stoops, car- 


rying enormous sails, made the trip 
from New York to Albany In seven 
days. Then Fulton'* Clermont broke j 
tU *peed records. With sail* set fore j 
•nd aft, and black wood smoke poor- { 
Ing tr«B its high funnel, tae clams* 
little steamer moved up the Hudson 
at five tnlle* an BOOT. 'Safety bargee,' 
towed by steam, but secure from ex- 
ploding engines, suddenly became pop- 
ular. In 1825. heralded by boosting 
cannon, tbe Brtt string of Erie canal 
boats floated down the river past tbe 
green Mils of Hudson,"

money proposed for coinage by the 
United States Treasury, Frugal peo- 
ple try to figure how much money 
they can save by paying their petty 
sales taxes In half-cents and one-mill 
pieces, and many 
merchants and 


banken are insisting that Ifa all non- 
sense and will flood the bunlne«s 
world with monetary Junk. 


It la hard to get excited about 


business transaction* Involving one- 
tenth of a cent, In tbii land of the 
free and home of the spender. 
It 


may do no harm to supply iuch frac- 
tional coins for those who want 
•them, If limits are set to tbe quanti- 
ty any citizen la obliged to accept In 
a business transaction at one time. 
Tbe demand for those coin* can only 
be discovered by trying them. 


People may need larger, stronger 


•pockets and purges. 
Business men 


may be safeguarded from cluttering 
up their casb boxes with the stuff 
by the Treasury Department's prom- 
ise to make the half-cent legal ten- 
der only to the amount of ten cents, 
and the one-mill pieces only to the 
amount of three cents. 
If this Is 


still too liberal, there can be further 
restriction. 
The experiment may 


promote thrift. 
But you never can 


tell. In two or three years we may 
be throwing dollars and 
around again as usual.

clined to think Great Britain bad put 
a "fast one" over on them when her 
naval treaty with Germany wa* an- 
nounced. 
Now tbe impression grows 


tbat In reality she put a fast one over 
on Germany. 
Under that treaty Ger- 


many is bound not to build a war 
fleet over 35 per cent of tbe British 
tonnage. That gives Britain roughly 
a 
three-to-one ratio, 
France can 


maintain a larger fleet than Germany 
if she wants to. So can Italy, if she 
can afford It. Britain has the con- 
trol switch In her hand as regards 
the power regarded as the potential 
common foe. 
She can bold Ger- 


many's fleet as low as she likes, 
merely by limiting her own navy. So 
Hitler's new navy, while this treaty 
stands, can hardly be a menace. 
America particularly need have noth- 
ing to fear from It. 


With Japan the situation is alto- 


gether different

nounced tbe Washington treaty and 
holds herself fre* to build whatever 
wanhlp* she Hkes. to effect, that 
le*r*» America free. too. We are 
much greater In resources that 
can eaailr keep our fleet safely ahead 
of Japan's, and will do *o.

SEA-AIR SERVICE 


Steamship and air lints on tbe 


west coast have worked out an ln- 
ttrettlnf 
program of cooperation 


which should be mutually profitable. 
Boats of the two navigation com- 
panies party to the agreement will 
carry trunks and h*avy baggage of 
air passenger* between 
California 


and Hawaii. 
They wilt- serve also as 


mobll* bases for the trans-ocean air 
clippers, furnishing special weather 
data. One of the two companies will 
act as exclusive general agent for the 
two airlines and will make arrange- 
ments for through plane or steamer 
service to all points ferved by them. 
Vessels will answer calls of clipper 
ships for assistance. 
There Is an 


agreement for Interchange of passen- 
gers to effect direct, through plane- 
steamer service to important South 
Seas and Australian ports not in- 
cluded In present ocean air routes. 
Eventually they exp«ct to form a 
joint company. 


This Is a shrewd business arrange- 


ment. 
Cooperation Instead oJ unre- 


stricted competition will eliminate 
many potential rivalries at the start. 
The example of effective good will 
could be followed to advantage by 
warring transportation systems In 
other parts of the country.

It is rather difficult to understand 


but nevertheless it Is true tbat the 
blind are much happier than the 
d«af. This is because those who are 
blind are a part of tbe family house- 
hold and take part in the conversa- 
tion anywhere they happen to be. 


The deaf, not being able to hear 


well, If "at all, seem to "grow in- 
wards," do not take part In a con- 
versation to any extent, and often be- 
come suspicious of those about them 
under tbe impression tbat they are 
being talked about. 


Now there are some cases of deaf- 


ness that can be helped by various 
forms of treatment and there are 
others that must depend 6n various 
forms of hearing helps or aids. 


In this connection It Is interesting 


to learn that the Nottingham (Eng- 
land) Institute for the Deaf has is- 
sued a leaflet on the choice of bear- 
ing aids. 


Hearing aids are divided Into two 


groups: 


A. Some 
form 
of 
"Collector," 


which collects the sounds such as tbe 
well known Ear Trumpet. 


B. Electric Appliances—all based 


on the simple telephone, consisting of 
a microphone, telephone receiver, 
and a small dry battery. 
(Amplifiers 


are sometimes a part of this type of 
apparatus, capable of 
producing 
a 


very great volume of sound, which 
may or may not be of assistance. 
The battery must be renewed from 
time to time.) 


Advice a* to Selection: Collectors 


are more generally useful than the 
electric aids but of course are very 
noticeable whereas the electric aids 
are not.
